ASMETHWICK woman says 
she has been left in limbo after 
building work rendered her 
new property too unsafe to live 
in.

Ms Kaur said she had been told that part of 
the ceiling was warped leaving it vulnerable 
to collapse and plaster boards were stuck 
straight to the walls, without insulation or 
panels placed in-between. 

She contacted Trading Standards and 
Sandwell Council and she said they have since 
been trying to commit City Glazing to repair 
the damage and complete the conversion, 
which also included installing granite tiles.

£3,500 in cash.

Skip lorries 
to use site 
of historic 
glassworks 


WORK has begun to turn part of an 
historic former glassworks in Smeth- 
wick into yard for 200 skips. The 
Grade II-listed Chance Brothers 
factory employed hundreds of Smeth- 
wick people in its heyday. 

The move by part owners of the site, 
is a bid to get a return on the land 
pending future development. Tempo- 
rary buildings have now been 
installed, and talks have begun on 
installing water, electricity and gas. 

Co-owner Anthony Copeland said: 
“The work has started, but it’s 
restricted to things that can be 
surface-mounted because it is a tem- 
porary planning permission and it’s a 
national monument site.

“My partners wanted to get some 
return on this site to mitigate their 
costs, and] understand they need to do 
that because there's no appetite any- 
where for investment at the moment.’ 

Owners had hoped to transform the 
former glassworks, which has sur- 
vived almost two centuries, into a 200- 
bed hotel, but plans have been put on 
hold during the economic downturn. 

The plan now is to turn about one 
acre of the 5.3 acre site into an area for 
skip storage, with a maximum of 200 
skips. Two lorry parking places will be 
created so skips can be delivered and 
there will also be a temporary office. 

The number of lorries using the site 
could increase to four depending on 
the success of initial operations. 

English Heritage did not oppose the 
proposals, but £160,000 has already 
been invested on restoring Victorian 
brickwork on the Chance Brother s 
building. 


CCTV security 
‘unnecessary’ 


COUNCIL bosses are set to reject a 
plea to fit CCTV in some West 
Bromwich streets. West Bromwich 
East MP Tom Watson submitted a 
petition of 144 names to Sandwell 
Council in October asking for cameras 
to be fitted in and near Jervoise Street. 

The petition calls for coverage in 
Coppice Street, Tapestries Avenue, 
Hayes Street, Butler Street, Mason 
Street and Cordley Street. 

But after investigations by council 
inspectors, a report to the council says 
CCTV is unnecessary and it recom- 
mends no action be taken. 

The issue is to be discussed by the 
safer neighbourhoods cabinet advi- 
sory team. 

The report states that three Neigh- 
bourhood Watch schemes have 
already been revived in the area, and 
that police are hopeful that three 
would be starting in the future. 


Health bosses defend cancer care 


HEALTH chiefs in Sandwell have hit 
back after campaigners branded the 
area’s prostate cancer care among the 
worst in the country. 

Sandwell Primary Care Trust was 
ranked bottom for survival rates by the 
Prostate Cancer Charity, which stated 
men in the borough were twice as likely 
to die from the condition as their coun- 
terparts in Kensington and Chelsea. 


The charity said more than 30 people 
per 100,000 in Sandwell died from 
prostate cancer every year on average 
between 2007 and 2009, labelling the 
difference a “postcode lottery”. 

However, following the report, 
Sandwell cancer specialist Dr Alexis 
Macherianakis defended the health 
trust. 


He said: “Charities can be quite 


clever in the way they present figures 
to suit their own purposes. In this case 
the prostate cancer death rate for 
Sandwell was presented as being 25 
per cent above the national average. 
While this was correct, in fact the 
national average is 24 deaths per 
100,000 and the Sandwell figure is 32. 

“When put this way, the difference 
does not sound as dramatic.”

BUS passengers have been left confused after 
drivers on some services in the West Midlands 


stopped changing destination 
and safety fears. 


Drivers on some National Express West Midlands buses 
have been told it is too dangerous to get out and change 
the rear signs on the buses so have been instructed by 
National Express not to use them. Only some routes are 
affected because it is the older buses that have manual 


rather than automatic destina- 
tion blinds. 

The destination blinds at the front 
of the buses are still in use. 

Sandwell Councillor Les Pawlowski 
was first informed of the problem at at 
a Sandwell Transport Users Forum. 

“We had a gentleman tell us that 
some of the buses were not using their 
rear signs, particularly his regular 
bus, the 127,” he said. 

“We asked National Express about 
this and they explained that drivers 
had been told not to change the rear 
signs because it was inconvenient and 
dangerous to change them at certain 
points on the route.” 

He added: “I fully understand that 
this did cause some confusion and 
frustration for bus users because obvi- 
ously they didn’t know where they 
were going.” 


Important 


He added: “What is important to 
realise is this is getting resolved as 
the older buses are being phased out 
of use and the new buses have auto- 
matic display signs. The bus company 
is dealing with this problem and it is 
progressing.” 

Bus routes affected include the 127 
and 128 service from Birmingham, 
that alternates between different 
routes to Blackheath along with the 
number 2 and 3 service from Birming- 
ham which alternates between routes 
to Solihull and Maypole. 

National Express West Midlands 
was unavailable for comment but is 
believed to be reviewing the situation 
to see if it can be improved.

Nurses reveal worry 
over care of patients

PATIENTS with learning 
difficulties are receiving sub- 
standard care at Sandwell 
General Hospital, health 
chiefs have been told. 

Senior nurses told hospital trust 
board members they were “really 
concerned” about the quality of 
care. 

Members heard delays in appoint- 
ing new staff and a lack of expertise 
are affecting the level of service 
offered. 

Debbie Talbot, assistant director of 
nursing at the Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
revealed the concerns in a presenta- 
tion to the board. 

She said: “There is no access to 
expertise in Sandwell. We have a 
learning disability post which is up in 
the air.” 

The trust runs City Hospital in 
Birmingham, Sandwell General and 
the Rowley Regis community hospital. 

Facilities for people with learning 
difficulties at City Hospital were said 
to be good. 

However, adult safeguarding nurse 


Diane Rhoden admitted: “We are 
really concerned about the Sandwell 
site.” 

Ina discussion following the presen- 
tation, the trust’s chief nurse Rachel 
Overfield said improvements needed 
to be made. 

She said: “At Sandwell there is very 
little in terms of services. There are 
concerns over the appointment of a 


new post.” 


Dispute 

Ms Overfield admitted there are 
proportionally more ‘incidents’ involv- 
ing patients with a learning difficulty 
at Sandwell than at City Hospital. 

Members also heard the appoint- 
ment of a new staff member at 
Sandwell had been delayed in a 
dispute over the salary banding for the 
position. 

The trust admits more than 130,000 
patients every year across its three 
sites. Board members were told the 
number of patients admitted with a 
learning disability has risen for the 
last three years. In 2007-08 there were 
389, rising to 447 in 2008-09, 588 in 
2009-10 and 423 in the first nine 
months of 2010-11.

Park and ride 
expanding at 
train station 


PLANS for a £4 million development to more 
than double the size of park and ride at a Black 
Country station are back on track. 

A scheme to create 480 new spaces at Rowley 
Regis are being revisited. 

They were on hold due to lack of funding but pas- 
senger transport authority Centro says it is a “prior- 
ity”, and it has bought land off Station Road. 

Mark Langford, of Centro, said: “The car parking

Council take on high 
calibre recruits for 
children’s section 


SIXTY workers have been recruited to turn 
around Sandwell Council’s failing children 
and families department in the last year. 

The recruitment drive came after chiefs 
announced 250 redundancies across the depart- 
ment, nearly half of the total jobs earmarked to go as 
the authority battles to save £75 million in four 
years. 

Bosses said the calibre of new recruits was “vital” 
to deliver rapid improvements needed in the depart- 
ment. Job cuts will still be made in other areas but 
council chiefs insist this will not harm care. 


Restructure 


Councillor Bob Badham, cabinet member for chil- 
dren and families, said the new staff had allowed a 
full restructure of the service and led to the depart- 
ment’s recent success in a surprise visit from Ofsted 
inspectors last month. He said: “It’s been a 
mammoth task and there’s still a long way to go but 
we are now moving forward.” 

“We've recruited social workers, senior managers 
and practioners and people for management roles 
and we have restructured the whole system, with 
recruitment accelerating in the last six months. 

“Sandwell has got a plan to move children’s serv- 
ices forward and professionals see us as an up-and- 
coming authority. We now hope we can become a 
rapidly improving authority.” 


“We are still liable for

The two 1960s tower 
blocks were recom- 
mended for demolition in 
a report by Sandwell 
Council chiefs in April 
last year.

Approval has already 
been given to build 42 
two-bedroom council 
flats on land at Bolton 
Court in Ocker Hill Road 
on land formerly occu- 
pied by 20 maisonettes.

FRAUDSTERS who sent fake invoices 
to Sandwell Council nearly got away with 
tens of thousands of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money before the con was spotted. 

The authority received three bogus invoices 
fasking bank details of a supplier to be changed on a 
forged letter head. Before checking, the authority 
sent out £173,108.62 to the fraudulent account. 

The details were revealed in a report to the 
members of the council’s audit committee this week 

Bosses said the money was recovered but the 
council had now implemented new rules that 
employees must double check with the supplier 
before changing bank details. 

Internal auditors reported to the committee that 
there were increasing numbers of cases nationally 
where fraudsters sent out requests in the name of 
genuine suppliers in a bid to change account details 
so the crooks can get their hands on the money 

The report added: “Unfortunately, just before 
Christmas, here at Sandwell we received a similar 
such fraudulent request which was _ initially 
actioned. Luckily this was quickly spotted and the 
funds were returned.

Bank boss jailed for 
role in £60m scam 


A BANK manager from the 
Black Country has been jailed 
for five years for his part in a 
massive £60 million tax fraud. 

Carl Harte from Manor Abbey 
Road, Halesowen, opened a bogus 
bank account to siphon off £3 
million of the cash generated by the 
mobile phone VAT scam. 

The 42-year-old bank special busi- 
ness relationship manager based at 
Barclays Bank in Hagley Road, Edgbas- 
ton, was locked up along with brother- 
in-law, businessman William Wright, 
47, of Kings Norton, Birmingham, 
whose company Applied Services was 
used in the racket. He got three years 
behind bars. 

Both were sentenced for money laun- 
dering. 

Details of the scam can be revealed as 
anine year investigation came to an end 
with the sentencing of the final member 
of the gang. 

Sophisticated 

Professional gambler Kuldip Singh 
Sander, 50, from Birmingham was 
jailed for seven years last week at Birm- 
ingham Crown Court for siphoning mil- 
lions of pounds from the fraud through 
bank accounts.The sentencing trig- 
gered the lifting of reporting restric- 
tions on the case that have been in force 
since 2006 and covered five trials, four 


at Northampton Crown Court and the 
other at Birmingham. 

Judge Stephen Davis QC, told 
Sander: “You were part of a very sub- 
stantial and sophisticated fraud and 
£8m was laundered through these 
accounts never to be seen again.” 

Stephen Farrell from Warley Road, 
Oldbury, who ran two firms, Bluestar 
Communications and Solec Ltd, which 
were used to handle a further £5m from 
the racket, received a two year prison 
term after admitting a similar offence. 

The gang recruited corrupt customs 
officer Enda Moen from Northern 
Ireland to help the complex multi- 
million pound fraud. It involved mobile 
phones and computer chips being 
bought abroad, where they are free of 
VAT, before being sold in this country 
with VAT added and the crooks pocket- 
ing the difference. 

Numerous false VAT registered com- 
panies were set up along with bogus 
bank accounts in the sophisticated scam 
that was smashed after one of the 
biggest operations involving Revenue 
and Customs officials. 

Investigators followed a paper trail of 
businesses based throughout the UK 
and elsewhere in Europe. A 200-strong 
customs team made a string of raids in 
2002 resulting in the arrest of 17 people, 
11 of whom were from the West Mid- 
lands. 

They have now been jailed for a total 
of nearly 60 years. 


Money generated by the fraud paid 
for a champagne lifestyle for some of the 
fraudsters. 

Adrian Farley, assistant director for 
HM Revenue and Customs, said: “This 
was not some kind of victimless crime 
but organised fraud on a massive scale 
perpetrated by criminals all bent on 
making fast and easy profits at the 
expense of the British taxpayer. 

“This type of fraud is not merely a 
paper fraud but often links to other 
forms of criminal activity, such as drug 
smuggling and violent crime.” 

The court heard Farrell had run his 
businesses with Philip Harris, 65, of 
Ferndale Road, Sutton Coldfield, who 
was sentenced to two and a half years in 
prison. The pair worked together. 


Cash 

David Dwyer, formerly of Goodrest 
Lane, Kings Norton, but later of Lang- 
ford Avenue, Great Barr, was sentenced 
to four years in prison after being con- 
victed of money laundering. Dwyer ran 
acompany called Aslan Creations which 
received substantial cash payments of 
up to £170,000. 

Brian Tucker, 57, of Dyas Road, Great 
Barr, was jailed for three years for 
money laundering as part of the scam. 

Aconfiscation hearing where customs 
officials will attempt to recover money 
laundered by Sander will be held later 
this year.

Youngsters tell fairy tales 


YOUNGSTERS at an Oldbury 


school recreated a set of famous ‘fairy’ 
photographs, as part of a project. 

Pupils at St James’s Church of 
England Primary School in Wolverley 
Crescent have been learning about the 
Cottingley Fairies. 

Now they have now used photogra- 
phy, drama and English to bring the 
story back to life. 

Year five literacy teacher Paul 
Marks said: “The children from their 
point of view have managed to capture 
images of fairies in the forest area of 
the school. In looking at the Cottingley 


Fairies the children decided to revisit 
that experience and write a fictitious 
recount of it. 

“Children also created images, used 
photography and drama to revisit the 
story.” 

During the First World War two 
young sisters living in Cottingley, near 
Bradford, produced famous photo- 
graphs which apparently showed 
them playing with fairies. 

It provoked a debate about whether 
or not they were real but decades later 
in the 1980s one of the sisters con- 
firmed they were a hoax.

ELEVEN takeaways in 
Sandwell scored the lowest 
possible rating for hygiene on 
their most recent inspection. 

They got zero in the five star 
ratings, which means inspectors 
deem urgent improvement neces- 
sary. The ratings have been made 
publ: available on a new 
website run by the Food Stan- 
dards Agency. 

But angry takeaway bosses 
have hit out, claiming the website 
has not been updated even when 
subsequent inspections found 
improvements had been made. 

Outlets scoring zero on their 
most recent inspection in January 
included Hajee’s Fish and Chips, 
Cape Hill, Smethwick, and Chaps 
Pizza, Vicarage Road, Oldbury. 

Another outlet to get the lowest 
rating when it was inspected last 
month was Number 1 Pizza, High 
Street, West Bromwich.

But manager Ahmed Jasari 
said: “The inspectors came on a 
day when we were very busy. 

“There was some flour on the 
floor and some rubbish in an alley 
at the back which was not from 
our shop. immediately closed the 
shop, cleaned it myself and 
reopened. The inspectors have 
come back twice since and said 
things have improved but the 
website has not been updated.” 

Other outlets where staff claim 
matters had improved since being

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Minister says 
train services 
could double 


THE Black Country could 
get more trrain services if the 
controversial high-speed route 
rail route goea ahead, accord- 
ing to a Government minister. 

Transport Secretary Philip 
Hammond said the initial phase of the 
£32 billion HS2 scheme from London 
to Birmingham would free-up capacity 
on the West Coast Mainline which 
serves Sandwell, Dudley and Wolver- 
hampton. 

He claimed there would be a signif- 
icant increase in commuter, regional 
and freight services. 

Some 11 extra services would run on 
the line every hour, he said, meaning 
thousands of extra seats, fewer 
crowded trains and a more reliable, 
quicker, frequent service for com- 
muters in rush hour. 

It could even mean cheaper fares. 

Direct services from Lichfield Trent 


Valley to London Euston would 
increase from 15 to 27. 

Mr Hammond said: “Our proposed 
new high speed rail network would 
free up a huge amount of space on 
current railways for more trains to 
operate. Building a whole new line 
would create scope for people who live 
near the current stations to get more 
frequent services that are less 
crowded. I would also hope that this 
additional competition could mean 
cheaper fares.

“Passengers in some towns could see 
a near doubling in the number of 
trains from their station to London.” 

Anti-HS2 campaigners have ques- 
tioned whether the controversial route 
through the West Midlands is neces- 
sary.

TRUANCY in schools 
across the West Midlands is 
getting worse, with more 


youngsters skipping 
classes, official figures 
reveal. 


According to the figures 
released by the Department for 
Education, Sandwell was 
among the worst areas. 

A total of 1.82 per cent of half 
days we missed through 
unauthorised absences, up 
from 1.71 per cent in 
2008/2009. The national 
average is 1.04 per cent 

In Wolverhampton, pupils 
skipped 1.27 per cent of ses- 
sions, an increase from 1.20 
per cent the year before. In 


Dudley, the truancy rate was 
1.32 per cent, up from 1.29 per 
nt. Walsall’s unauthorised 
absence figure was 1.03 per 
cent, up slightly from 1.01 per 
cent the year before. 


Holidays 

Nationally, the unautho- 
rised absence rate decreased to 
1.04 per cent from 1.05 per cent 
in 2008/09. But this is still a big 
increase on 1996-97, when the 
truancy rate was 0.73 per cent. 

The figures showed unau- 
thorised absences in state 
primary schools’ reached 
record levels last year. Term- 
time holidays were blamed for 
the rising trend.

Former amateur snooker champion dies 


Bernard Carter who has 
died aged 89 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
former West Midlands amateur 
snooker champion who has died 
aged 89. 

Bernard ‘Bunny’ Carter played 
alongside stars of the green baize such 
as Ray Reardon, Dennis Taylor and 
Alex ‘Hurricane’ Higgins and was a 
lifelong member of Wednesbury Con- 
servative Club’s snooker team. 

He died on March 22 after becoming 
ill with bowel cancer. 

Born and bred in Wednesbury, 
Bernard was one of four children. Just 
4ft llin tall, he was was nicknamed 
‘Bunny’ because of his height. 

His brother George Carter, aged 87, 
who now lives in Devon, said: 
“Bernard was a very well known 
snooker player who became West Mid- 
lands amateur champion and played 


against some of the big names — Ray 
Reardon, Dennis Taylor, Alex ‘Hurri- 
cane’ Higgins.” 

He was winner of the West Midlands 
Amateur Snooker Championship in 
the 1946/47 season and winner of the 
Wolverhampton Amateur Snooker 
Championship in the 1950 season. 

Mr Carter attended St Mary’s 
Catholic School and left aged 14to 
become a hairdresser but left the trade 
to go into the steel industry, working at 
Woodhouse and Rixon Ltd. A bachelor, 
he had four nephews and one niece. 

His great nephew David Morley 
added: “Back in the day he used to go 
and play snooker three, maybe four 
times a week and possibly weekends 
as well. He was such a quiet shy man.” 

Mr Carter’s funeral was at St Mary’s 
Church in Wednesbury before burial 
at Fallings Heath Cemetery.

New water level fear 
over shrinking pool 


FRESH concerns have been 
raised about water levels at a 
pool in Wednesbury. 

The level at Hydes Road pool 
has dropped at least 14in in the 
past month, prompting fears that 
wildlife could be harmed. 

The news has come as a blow to 
supporters of the pool, who 
thought the long-term problem 
had been resolved after a pipe 
leading to the nearby River Tame 
was unblocked, enabling it to be 
refilled. 

“It’s very worrying,” said 
Friends of Hydes Road Pool chair- 
man Terence Green. “If the water 
keeps going down we'll have no 
choice but to remove the fish. 

“There are kinds of fish in 
there — carp, tench — and it’s 


coming up to breeding season so 
it’s important we sort it out as 
soon as possible. 

“We're looking at three to four 
weeks before it will get danger- 
ously low. A bit of rain will help 
but we can’t count on that at this 
time of year.” 

The shrinking pool, which is 
currently about 900ft by 150ft, 
has been an issue for a few years. 


Pumped 


The water became so low last 
year that people said foxes were 
crossing parts of it. 

Residents had asked if water 
could be pumped from the River 
Tame to fill the pool but the Envi- 
ronment Agencyr refused after it 
said fish were not in distress. 


However, pressure was eased 
after a spell of rain anda pipe con- 
necting the pool to the River Tame 
was unblocked. It is thought a 
pipe blockage could be the 
problem again. 

“We don’t know exactly what it 
is but that is one possibility,” said 
Mr Green. 

“We have reported the problem 
to Sandwell Council and they 
have promised to look into it.” 

The Friends was set up in Sep- 
tember to press for funding to 
secure the site’s long-term future.

DURAN Duran drummer Roger 
Taylor says the pop legends’ 
homecoming to Birmingham as 
part of the band’s first tour in 
seven years, will be the most im- 
portant in their 11-date UK jaunt. 

They will be appearing at the LG 
Arena concert on May 21. 

“Birmingham is always the one we 
want to see come up on the tour 
book and is the most nerve-wrack- 
ing because it’s the one your family 
and friends will be at,” says the 
Neachells-born sticksman, speak- 
ing from a New York hotel. 

“It’s the big one for us, the biggest 
this year and | can promise the fans 
it will be a spectacular production. 

“We play all the hits and we have 
got three decades of music to draw 
from and songs from the new 


Icy crash left Todd with warm glow 


ONE hilarious moment of slapstick 
humour changed the career of 
actor Todd Carty. 

After being a child TV star in the 
central role of Tucker Jenkins in kids’ TV 
favourite Grange Hill, the actor from 
Kilburn in north London became asso- 
ciated with grim, dramatic TV roles, 
firstly as ill-fated Mark Fowler in EastEn- 
ders and then as murderous police 
officer Gabriel Kent in The Bill. 

But it was a priceless moment during 
the fourth series of pro-celebrity ice 
show Dancing On Ice in 2009 that 
helped Carty rid himself of the misery 
tag. Partnering professional skater 
Susie Lipanova, he had been heavily 


album.” That is the band’s 13th 
studio album, All You Need Is Now, 
which was made with the hippest 
producer around today, Mark 
Ronson, who previously worked with 
Robbie Williams, Amy Winehouse, 
Adele and Christina Aguilera. 

The 50-year-old dummer says 
working with Ronson had won him 
some serious street cred with his 
own children. 

Finger 

“Mark Ronson grew up as a Duran 
fan and he also has this amazing 
music pedigree considering he’s still 
in his 30s,” says Taylor, who grew up 
in Castle Bromwich but now lives in 
London. 

“Having just worked with Mark 
Ronson on this new album and 
worked with Timbaland on the last 


album (Red Carpet Massacre) 
means the ‘coolometer’ with the kids 
has gone up and up and up. 

“My oldest son is coming up to 23, 
he’s really got his finger on the pulse 
and keeps me in touch with what’s 
going on.” 

Duran Duran now consists singer 
Simon Le Bon and fellow Brummies 
Nick Rhodes (keyboards) and John 
Taylor (bass), guitarist Andy Taylor 
having quit the band again in 2006. 

Unlike many of their peers from 
the 1980s who emerged during the 
post-punk ‘New Romantic’ move- 
ment, they have managed to avoid 
the nostalgia circuit. 

“We have always avoided getting 
lumped in with the 80s thing,” Taylor 
says. “We have had hits in the 90s 
and in the last decade we had Reach 
Up For The Sunrise which was a hit 


record (no1 in America). “We are still 
known as an 80s band but have still 
managed to escape that decade 
which is tough, there are not people 
who have managed to do that, 
you’ve got us, U2, Madonna and 
Depeche Mode. 

“It is tough to get success as a 
band but sustaining it is even harder 
work. We put a lot of work into it.” 


Struggling 

What made Duran Duran different 
from many of their fellow UK pop 
stars of the 80s was massive and 
consistent success in America. 

“They took to us very, very early in 
the States, Hungry Like a Wolf was 
the big one for us. That is the song 
that really took off here. Save A 
Prayer was a big hit, Reflex was, 
Girls on Film. When they like you 


criticised for the judges for his lack of 
skating ability and they regularly fin- 
ished at the bottom of the leaderboard. 
Then, during their week three routine 
to The Beatles’s song Help!, Carty lost 
control on the ice so badly that he went 
sliding out of camera shot, disappear- 
ing off the set completely leaving his 
partner to complete the routine alone. 


Inspired 

It went down as one of the funniest 
incidents on TV that year. 

“That was me out there,” the 47-year- 
old actor told The Chronicle. “Me, the 
great big kid.”

Spamalot, the comedy musical inspired 
by the film Monty Python and The Holy 
Grail, were watching. 

“They loved that moment so much 
that they offered me the role of Patsy, so 
| could show | can do comedy on 
stage,” explains Carty, who first 
appeared on TV because producers 
visiting his stage school in the 1970s 
liked his cheeky face. 

He has been playing the role of King 
Arthur’s put-upon servant for around a 
year now and will making the clip-clop 
noises with coconut shells when Phill 
Jupitus takes on the regal duties for 
Spamalot’s run at Wolverhampton 
Grand from April 25 to 30.

they like you for ever, so we are con- 
stantly coming back to the US. 

“It was the videos that did it for us. 
We were struggling here, playing 500 
seat clubs and we were making it 
only on a very underground level. 

“Then they started playing us on 
MTV, only in Texas to begin with as 
an experiment and suddenly we 
started selling lots of records down 
there,” he says. 

“Then it went nationwide and we 
had these really cinematic videos 
that were just right. That’s what 
broke us in America. They had loads 
of bars here with big video screens in 
and our videos were perfect for 
these bars. It was the right place at 
the right time.” 

Taylor splits drumming duties with 
Duran Duran, where he has laid 
down the rhythm since 1979, with 
DJing in clubs. “I like dance music, 
particularly ‘house’,” he says. 

“| think it is a shame there is not 
more bands coming through. Maybe 
it is because of The X Factor, it tends 
to be about producers and singers.” 

Taylor still makes regular trips to 
Birmingam to attend Aston Villa 
matches with his father . 

Another Birmingham venue holds 
special memories for Taylor, the 
Birmingham Odeon on New Street. 

“My first drumming idol was John 
Bonham (of Led Zeppelin),” he says. 

“I went to see The Song Remains 
The Same at the Birmingham Odeon 
at the age of 15, that’s when | 
realised | really wanted to be a 
drummer. Watching John Bonham 
play solo for 20 minutes in the middle 
of that movie was quite a life chang- 
ing moment.”

Album reviews 


Frootful - Colours, This Is Soeedometer: 

Vol 1 and 2 (both Freestyle Records). 

TWO cracking mod jazz releases from London’s 
hip and groovy Freestyle label, both mostly instru- 
mental and harking back to punchy 60s style jazz 
and fat 70s funk. 

Frootful is the moniker for jazz guitarist Nick 
Radford and the title refers to the wide range of 
moods and grooves covered on his new project. 
Lack of Afro's Adam Gibbons twiddles the knobs 
as vintage instruments, valve amps and analog 
gear are used to give an authentic sound. High- 
lights include the dynamic title track propelled by 
Al Hudson’s swinging drums and Paul Wellers 
bassist Damon Minchella, with some cool vibra- 
phone, plus a ska-styled cover of Young Holt 
Unlimited’s Young & Holtful, renamed Young & 
Frootful. Elsewhere southern fried fatback funk, 
60s style blues and soul, and latin styles get a 
workout. Angeline Morrison contributes smokey, 
mellow vocals to a couple of tracks. 

The Speedometer retrospective pairs the first 
two albums from Leigh Gracie’s funky London 
outfit who’ve made it big in Japan. Originally out 
on the Blow It Hard label in 2003 and 2005 and 
now hard to find, this gives jazz-dance fans the 
chance to revel in the band's retro combo of gritty 
funk instrumentals, soul ballads and latin grooves 
(they’ve got the best New Orleans funk sound this 
side of their heroes The Meters) on one 22-track 
remastered album featuring singer Ria Currie and 
the popular reworking of Beyonce’s Work It Out.

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Chocolate heaven 


CADBURY World is heaven for 
chocaholics, an opportunity to 
explore the history and manufac- 
turing of the world famous choco- 
latiers in the very same Bournville 
factory that turns out millions of 


chocolate bars. 

It is about as close as you are going to 
get to visiting Willy Wonka’s factory with hi- 
tech fun to sweeten the learning. Nearly 
nine million have visited since Cadbury 
World opened in 1990. 

The Cadbury tour blends history and 
information with fun and, at several points 
during the tour, guides give you treats to 
eat. During my visit | managed to chomp 
away on a Curlywurly, a Crunchie, a Dairy 
Milk and enjoy a delicious drink of warm 
liquid chocolate, and still had room left for a 
bag of Chocolate Buttons. 

After collecting your ticket at the recep- 
tion you join a tour that leaves at an allotted 
time, to ensure the exhibition does not 
become too crowded. 

First you enter the Aztec Jungle to hear 
about the origins of the cocoa bean, follow 
holographic images of Spanish explorers 
who brought the bean to Europe aboard 
ships (raiding pirates mistook the beans for 
sheep droppings!) and learn how chocolate 
became the popular drink for high society. 

This is where John Cadbury comes in,

The Cadbury family, being non-con- 
formist ‘Quaker’ Christians, wanted to 
encourage drinking of the beverage as 
an alternative to alcohol. Their religious 
beliefs also meant in the 19th Century 
they were barred from most profes- 
sions, so threw all their ingenuity and 
endeavour into the chocolate business. 
John’s descendents discovered the 
magical combination of milk and 
chocolate, originating the Dairy Milk bar 
which is still one of the company’s most 
popular products. 

The Cadburys also cared for their 
workers, establishing Bournville Village 
on the rural fringe of Birmingham. More 
about this can be discovered in The 
Bournville Experience museum, 
included in the ticket price. 

Continue the tour to discover how 
chocolate is made and then into the 
packaging plant to watch robots wrap- 
ping the bars as they are delivered on 
conveyors. At this point, as you enter 
the factory proper, chocaholics may 
want to take in a big deep breath - you 
can taste chocolate on the air. 

Then it’s time to clamber into a Beanmo- 
bile for the fun-for-kids ride Cadabra, 
through a magical land of tiny cocoa bean 
people and have your photo taken.

That’s the end of the tour proper but a 
short walk away is Essence where you can 
add your own favourite ingredients — from a 
choice including crispy rice, marshmallows, 
popcorn and more — to make your own 
choco-concoction. 

No visit would be complete without shop- 
ping in the World’s Biggest Cadbury Shop 
where special offers mean you can pick up 
favourite chocolate produce, often signifi- 
cantly cheaper than elsewhere.

Free coach travel, wonderful Wearside 
weather and a thrilling 90 minutes with 
a glorious ending made it a dream day 
for almost 3,000 travelling Baggies. 

Two brilliant team goals, a rousing second- 
half display and a hatful of records ensured it 
was extra-special.

But for excitement, pride and wider signif- 
icance to the future of their club, away days do 
not get any better than this. 

Hodgson might have asked for even more, 
because the latest huge win of his astonishing 
Baggies revolution borrowed plenty from the 
Tony Mowbray and Roberto Di Matteo 
manual. 

The new Baggies gaffer likes his wins with 
a little less risk and fewer twists than his two 
immediate Hawthorns predecessors.

Yet even the demanding Albion chief 
seemed to enjoy his afternoon in the North 
East. And, even if he didn’t, there were thou- 
sands of happy souls in a sunny Stadium of 
Light that had plenty of fun on his behalf. 

With a survival battle still to win, the trav- 
elling army of supporters would have gladly 
accepted any points that came their way. But 
the nature of their third victory in six matches 
since Hodgson took the reins ensured the day 
will linger long in their memories. 

Still nothing is guaranteed, despite victory 
taking Hodgson and Co into the top half of the 
table on Saturday evening. 

The tightest Premier League in years, com- 
bined with a fixture list that now pits them 
against Chelsea and Tottenham, means 
maintaining the surge towards safety will 
become even harder.

But a team that looked in danger of collaps- 
ing before Hodgson’s arrival now has the 
winning post in sight in the gruelling race to 
escape the drop. 

And a stumble of Devon Loch proportions 
would now be needed to prevent Hodgson’s 
resurgent side securing another year in the 
top flight. 

The list of Premier League records that 
were re-written on Saturday was a tribute to 
Hodgson’s remarkable impact and to the 
foundations laid by Di Matteo before his 
regime lost its way so spectacularly in the 
bleak mid-winter. 

Never before have the Baggies won four 
away games in a single Premier League 
season or claimed back-to-back victories on 
the road. 

A second win of the season over the Black 
Cats gave them two Premier League ‘doubles’ 
for the first time, while the unbeaten 
sequence that now extends to seven games is 
another club record. 

The in-form Peter Odemwingie’s 11th goal 
of the season equalled Robert Earnshaw’s

Premier League best for a Baggies player, 
while the points tally that reached 39 is com- 
fortably a club high. The statistics might 
count for little in isolation, but combined they 
paint a picture of solid progress for Albion. 

The points were Hodgson’s first ever as a 
manager at the Stadium of Light and, despite 
a sloppy start, they were richly deserved in 
the context of 90 breathless minutes. His side 
had to rebound from two major first-half set- 
backs to claim their just rewards. 

First came Nicky Shorey’s bizarre 10th- 
minute own-goal — his second of the season — 
when he lost his bearings while jumping with 
Ahmed Elmohamady at the far post and 
headed Asamoah Gyan’s left-wing cross into 
his own net. 

Then there was a 25-yard free-kick 
piledriver from Phil Bardsley that arrowed

into the roof of Scott Carson's net. 

But each time Albion fought back to level, 
first when Odemwingie pounced on poor 
defending to prod home inside the six-yard 
box and make it 1-1, and then when they con- 
verted the first of their slick team goals 
through Youssouf Mulumbu for 2-2. 

Some silky passing ended with Mulumbu’s 
one-two with Odemwingie and a right-footed 
shot that deflected off Michael Turner into the 
bottom corner. 

And then, with 18 minutes left, came the 
goal of the game as the Baggies’ classy 14- 
pass move left the Black Cats dizzy and 
allowed man-of-the-match Paul Scharner to 
sweep home an Odemwingie cross. 

That sent the travelling masses into rap- 
tures, yet there was still a late storm to 
weather and only when an aerial barrage had 
been repelled and Danny Wellbeck’s stop- 
page-time shot had dipped just over could the 
celebrations begin in earnest. 

But when they did start they were joyous. 
In fact, they were probably the best celebra- 
tions in the world...

DOGS? Victory at Sunderland extended Albion's 
lead over Wolves to seven points and took them five 
clear of Blues.
